Levi P. -Morton’* Able Advocacy of the 
Protection Policy. 
N ew Y ork, October 2d.—Following is 
Levi P. Morton's letter accepting the nomi­ 
nation tor Vice-President: 
Rhinecliff ¡N. Y,), October 2,1888. 
lion. hi. hi. Putee and Others of the Committee— 
Gentlemen: In making a formal acceptance of 
my nomination as the Republican candidate 
for the Vice Presidency, 1 desire to express my 
grateful appreciation of the conlidcnce reposed 
ui me by the Convention. The duties devolv­ 
ing upon the Vice-President as presiding officer 
of the Senate and in certain contingencies a 
participant in legislation of Congress, make it 
proper that the people should know distinctly 
and unreservedly to political views of a candi­ 
date who may be presented for their suffrages. 
It fortunately happens that this duty for myself 
is easily ditcnarged by referring to principles 
embodied in resolutions unanimously adopted 
by the National Convention. These resolutions, 
unequivocal and Comprehensive in character, 
reflect my personal convictions and have my 
hearty approval. It is diilicult, however, in a 
political campaign to fix popular attention 011 
more than one issue and intne pending election 
every voter in the United States clearly sees 
that the controlling question is whether the 
protective tariff duties now in force shall be so

The American people have now enjoyed the 
protective system for a longer con tinuousperiol 
than ever belore in the history' of the National 
Government. The result is that for more than 
a quarter of a century they have realized a de­ 
gree of industrial financial prosperity unprece­ 
dented in this country ana never equalled in 
any other. 
A pressing reason for once again trying the 
experiment of a revenue tariff' without protec­ 
tion as a motive or an end, is that the present 
tariff' has produced and is producing a surplus 
in the treasiuy But it is not easily within the 
wisdom of congress to adjust the national in­ 
come to national expenditures without sacrific­ 
ing or even imperiling the industrial system 
which has brought untold advantages to the en­ 
tire country. 
Admitting that the present tariff, by the lapse 
of time and the large expansion of trade, which 
it has stimulated, needs a revision. Is it not 
wiser and more patriotic to revise it with regard 
to the interests of protection than with the pur­ 
pose of lessening its protective features ? 
These are some of the questions which must 
be answered at the national polls in November. 
For myself, as a citizen and as a candidate, I do 
not hesitate to declare that from long observa 
tion 1 am an unwavering friend of the protective 
system. In business life now extending over 
forty years, I have witnessed and compared the 
effect upon the country of revenue tariff tend­ 
ing to free trade, with protective tariff encourag­ 
ing home industries. Under the former, the de­ 
velopment of the country has always been 
arrested, while under the latter it has uni­ 
formly been promoted. To the men who earn 
their bread by the sweat of their brows, the dif­ 
ference between the two systems is that of nar­ 
rowing the chances on one hand and spending 
the opportunities on the other. 
Free trade would open America to competi­ 
tion with the whole world. Protection reserves 
America for Americans, native and adopted. 
The industrial system of the country is os sensi­ 
tive as its public credit. Hostile movement 
creates distrust in the public mind, and 
confidence — the only basis of successful 
trade—becomes impaired. New enterprises 
wither in the bud; capital grows timid; the 
field of labor becomes contracted, and the pres­ 
sure for employment inevitably reduces the 
wages of all workingmen. 
With the views ol the Convention so irankly 
expressed in its resolutions upon all other ques­ 
tions of public interest, I find myself in hearty 
accord. In relation to silver and its important 
bearing upon the national currency, as well as 
its connection with and influence upon the 
prosperity of large sections oí our common 
country. In its advocacy of a judicious settle­ 
ment of the public land policy; in urging the 
necessity for better coast 
defenses and 
the duty we owe 
the 
shipping inter­ 
ests of the 
country, the platform but 
repeats the approved principles of the 
Republican party. The Republican platform 
proposes distinctly an American policy—not 
one of narrowness and bigotry—hut one’broad 
philanthropic policy that best helps the whole 
world by tne example of a great, growing, pow­ 
erful nation, founded upon the equality of every 
man before the law. It is for the American t>eo- 
ple to develop and cultivate the continent to 
which, in the providence of God, they have 
fallen heirs. They should adopt a policy which 
looks steadily to this great end with no spirit ot 
narrowness toward other people, but rather the 
highest interest that all should find under their 
own Hag a field of limitless advance in the di­ 
rection ot improvement, prosperity and the hap­ 
piness ot man.

LONDON’S HORROR.

LATER—STILL ANOTHER VICTIM.

THE FIELD CLEARED. 


In this State and upon this coast there 
really is and has been no “[xjlitics” in 
the Chinese question. 
Both of the great 
parties have been from time to time re­ 
buked for delay in bringing the immigra­ 
tion of Chinese to an end, but both have 
labored in that direction in this State» 
and perhaps quite as much progress was 
made after all as was to be expected, in 
the face of the misconception of the East. 
We believe, however, that the record dis­ 
closes, as we yesterday set out by detailed 
citations, that the Republican party has 
been most diligent in the matter of secur­ 
ing needed restrictive legislation. 
There can lie no question that it was the 
pioneer in the matter. The earliest legis­ 
lation and attempted legislation upon the 
subject originated with Republicans. The 
first opposition to anti-Chinese legislation 
was Democratic, and the only legislative 
steps taken to promote Chinese immigra­ 
tion were also 1 femocratie. The very ear­ 
liest action in Congress antagonistic to the 
coolie invasion was Republican. 
Cer­ 
tainly no Republican Governor of anv 
State advised as did a Democratic Gov­ 
ernor of this State, promotion and encour­ 
agement of Chinese immigration. 
On the 
contrary, the first Republican Governor of 
California, in his first message, warned the 
people against the Chinese influx, and ad­ 
vised legislation to cheek it. 
But all that is past—in the earlier years 
' e were not quick to the evils of the Chi­ 
nese migration Eastward. We were de­ 
ceived as to the true character of the 
Chinaman, and only after years of bitter 
experience did we awake to the truth. 
From that time the 1‘acific coast Congres­ 
sional delegations have been a unit on this 
subject. 
By their persistence even Mr. 
Cleveland, who one time thought that the 
Chinaman might “ lie Christianized and 
made a good citizen,” has been converted 
by the perseverance of the Pacific coast and 
brought to the point of approving a re­ 
striction hill, though one just as strong, 
and in many respects better, was passed by 
a Republican Senate in 1880, after being 
favorably reported by General Harrison, 
but on being sent to the House it was 
smothered by Mr. Belmont, a Democrat 
and Chairman of the Foreign Relations 
l ommittee. 
We must expect that the Democratic 
jiartv will do its utmost to make capital 
out of the President’s approval of the 
Scott bill, and will ignore the fact that 
whatever credit is to be accorded for 
granting the petition of the people of the 
Pacific section must be equally shared by 
the Republican Senate. 
Yet the Demo­ 
crats will claim, do now indeed claim, in 
the words of the San Francisco Alta, that 
the new law is a “ Democratic victory!” 
Victory over what? Certainly not over 
the Republican party ; certainly not over 
the Republicans of California. Possibly 
it is a victory over the Democratic vote in 
the Senate to reconsider the vote by which 
the bill was passed ; possibly it is a victory 
over the pioneer Democrats who urged 
legislation 
to 
promote Chinese immi­ 
gration. 
All this cry of “ Democratic victory" is 
insincere : it is “ whooped up ” for cam­ 
paign purposes; it is intended to obscure 
the real issues of the campaign: First— 
Whe.ther American industries and Ameri­ 
can labor shall be protected, or thrown 
into unequal competition with the cheaply- 
conducted industries and the ill-paid, ill- 
fed and low-conditioned labor of Europe. 
Second—W hether black free men at the 
South shall be longer deprived of their 
rights at the ballot-box, and the reign of 
the slaveocracv in a new guise lie con­ 
tinued in the land and the North and its 
industries be put under the old heel. 
W hile the people of the coast, irrespec­ 
tive of party faith and attachment, are 
gratilied at the final enactment of an e x ­ 
clusion law that it is believed will be 
effective, and while to the Republican 
Senate that made such a law possible and 
a Democratic President who signed it, due 
credit is given, let it be r« membered that 
th is ends the Chinese question in its rela­ 
tion to politics—if any it really had. 
It 
is now out of the campaign. 
Exclusion is 
an accomplished fact so far as passing a 
law makes it so. The m atter drops out of 
sight as a politicil value, and Mr. Cleve­ 
land and the principles he represents, and 
General Harrison a ad the faith for which 
he nobly stands, are before the coun­ 
try upon issues clearly defined. It will be 
the part of wisdom to retire the first from 
office and install the latter in his stead. It 
will be simply self-protection for the wage 
earners of the country to east their ballots 
for the standard-bearer of the Republican 
party and against the insidious designs and 
ardent wishes oí foreign powers. 


THE CASE OF TSFCKEE. 


Tiie people of Truckee were justly in­ 
dignant that the lives of their families had 
been put in peril by armed Indians firing 
guns into crowds of jieople, and maddened 
by liquor and opium sold to them by Chi­ 
nese, raiding through the country. 
The 
jieople met and notified the eight China­ 
men in the place to leave. 
We cannot 
condemn this action when it is recalled 
that these aliens had made themselves 
outlaws for the pittance they received 


from the Indians for strong drink. Thev 
had violated a law of the .State in selling 
the liquor, and they caused the death of 
one wretched savage by their unlawful­ 
ness and greed. But had the people of 
Truckee used foree and violence towards 
the Chinese they would have lieen blame­ 
worthy. 
Instead, however, they bought 
the property of the Chinamen, paid the 
full price asked for it, gave the offenders 
ample time to close their business and 
leave the town and set guards to protect 
them meanwhile from any possible as­ 
sault. 
Indeed, one man who attempted to 
fire some Chinese property came very near 
being summarily punished for his rash ac­ 
tion. The Chinese expressed themselves 
j>erfeotly willing to leave Truckee if their 
jirojierty could be sold, and in that wish 
they were promptly met by the people 
with coin for their shanties. The good ef­ 
fect of coolness and deliberation in this 
matter it is not necessary to dwell upon. 
Had the citizens of Truckee mobbed the 
Chinese and treated them with violence, 
they would have deserved the condemna­ 
tion that assuredly would have been visited 
upon them. 


T iie Republican tariff bill to be offered 
as a substitute to the Mills bill, in tiie 
Senate,is ready, but is withheld from official 
jiublicity. It is said to be a satisfactory 
protection measure, while it reduces the 
tariff revenue some $05,000,000. 
We are 
told that the bill makes tobacco free from 
tax, lifts taxation from spirits where used 
in the arts, and frees brandies distilled 
from fruits. This if true will settle the 
free whisky howl which has distended 
Democratic throats for so many weeks. Of 
course until the bill is given out no com­ 
ment upon it can be made with pioper in­ 
telligence. 
It looks now as if election dav 
will find Congress still engaged with its 
details. Politically, it is said, it is deemed 
unwise to dispose of the bill before the 
election. That may be true, but there are 
duties the demands ol which rise superior 
to any possible claims of party.

A. H. Hart, representing the prominent 
firm of Cheeney Bros., silk manufacturers. 
New A ork, is in the city. Having just 
arrived from the East and with exceptional 
opportunity to understand the political 
drift of the campaign, he was asked by a 
R ecord-Union representative as to his 
judgment concerning the result of the 
present issues in the Empire State, to 
which he replied: 
The Harrison and Morton ticket, with 
Protection to American industries, grows 
stronger every day in the State of New 
A ork.

The Prohibition 'move­ 
ment at the East is now rightly character­ 
ized as "The Democratic Aid Society.’’ 
A’ou can rest assured that New A’ork will 
go Republican. The fighting-ground is now 
Indiana. “ Barrels of money” are being 
emptied on her soil and people, and there 
is no doubt but the "mufe-purchasing” 
power of campaign funds is again being 
fully tested.

SACRAMENTO AND VICINITY. 


A n o th er L e tte r F ro m A m ad o r C oncern­ 
ing E a rly D ays in S acram en to , E tc. 
A retrospection ot the great changes that 
have taken place both in Sacramento and 
Brighton recalls to my memory the transi­ 
tory nature of all sublunary things. Most 
of the old pioneers in Brighton and vicinity 
have passed away in the last thirty years, 
since we left Brighton. Of those who are 
now living I can only recall the names of 
Joseph Hull, Grant, John Rooney, Thomas 
Perkins, Dr. Manlove and R. *H. Pettit, 
who is now a resident of your city. The 
names on the death-roll far exceed in num ­ 
ber the living, and embrace those of Colonel 
King, Colonei Patterson. Buck Whitesides, 
Abraham Hawkins, J. Day, Judge Baker, 
Bowles, Milligan, Detteiiiiug, Dr. Cook, 
Gibson, Williams, and Mrs. Hopper. When 
1 visit Sacramento and vicinity I feel that 
I am almost a stranger, surrounded by 
new objects and new scenes in new streets, 
which have been opened, on wnich now 
stand solid blocks of buildings unfamiliar 
to my gaze. 
The surrounding country 
presents the same unfamiliar scenes and 
scenery in the improved and beautified 
landscapes, with its farms and neat, white 
uwellings embowered among orange groves. 
In place of the naked plain we see a lovelv 
panorama of rural felicity. 
But this great 
change brings to us no wish that it should 
he otherwise, but only pleasure, that by 
men’s indusfy the barren plain has been 
chanced into fruitful garden, blooming 
with vigorous life and crowned by the 
beauty of perennial spring. 
A generation 
has passed away since we resided in the 
vicinity of Sacramento. Thirty years since 
there was but very iittie improvement in 
the city cast of Twelfth street, and outside 
the city limits eastward was Oak Hill, on 
which were located the ranches of Mr. 
Williams and widow Hopper. What was 
once Joseph H ull’s ranch is now converted 
into a large vegetable garden. 
But around Brighton the changes and 
improv. ments are no greater than-'in the 
city. The business in the city has kept 
pace with the increase in population and 
the rapid extension of commercial lacili- 
ties, so that it is now placed on a firm basis, 
with a grand future, which no prophetic 
vision can foresee, or even the Canadian seer 
foretell. \\ hen we think of the destruction 
of property by fire and flood, and the loss 
which her pioneer citizens have sustained 
by these causes I believe the growth of the 
city is greater than could be expected, and 
its commercial business more extensive 
than could be thought possible by her early 
pioneers. 
The question is ofien asked, Will the 
city continue to grow and its business pros­ 
per under the guiding hand of the Native 
Sons and Daughters of the pioneers? I 
wish it to be distinctly understood that I 
am not one of those who believe there is 
no virtue or vigor in our native sons and 
daughters, but on the contrary, think 
they are 
worthy 
offspring 
of 
their 
illustrious 
sires. 
Many of 
the 
sons 
are now actively engaged in business and 
aiding to extend the commercial interest of 
the city. They can be relied upon to take 
the place of their fathers wheu they lay 
down life's burdens and that in their hands 
the future prosperity of the city is assured.

A S acram en to M an D ies a L onely D eath 
in th e M ountains. 
The Grass Valley Tidings of yesterday 
says : 
Last March a man small in stature, prob­ 
ably 30 years of age, and acting as though 
aberrated, appeared at Cisco, in Diacer 
county, and on the line of the Central Pa­ 
cific. His strange actions excited attention, 
and a gentleman who thought him suffer­ 
ing from delirium tremeus gave him some 
whisky aud locked him up. He escaped 
and was recaptured. When placed on a 
train to be taken to Auburn, he again es­ 
caped, and dashed off into the woods out- 
footing his pursuers. 
During the next few weeks he was seen 
bv woodmen and hunters, but on being ap­ 
proached he would run awav with the 
speed of a deer. Some time in April was 
the last that was seen of him. Last week 
the dead body of a man was found on the 
edge of a stream some miles from Cisco 
and in Nevada county. Coroner Powell 
was summoned and responded, and from 
that gentleman, who has returned, we get 
these facts. 
The body was in a remarkable state of 
preservation, being laved by the waters of 
the creek, and it was also evident that it 
had been covered with snow until re­ 
cently. 
Residents of Cisco identified the 
remains as those of the crazv stranger who 
had escaped them last March. 
There was 
nothing on or about the body, nor in a 
hole in the cliff evidently hollowed out by 
the unfortunate and used by him as a 
habitation, to give clew to his name or an­ 
tecedents. 
At the inquest it was developed that 
while confined at Cisco the maniac had 
given his name as Smith, Riley and Fill­ 
more, and that from his mutterines it had 
been gleaned that he was a resident of Sac­ 
ramento. where he had a wife whom he 
had deserted because of dissensions of some 
nature or other. W hether or not the un­ 
fortunate’s gibberish revealed the secret of 
his malady remains to be determined. He 
probably died shortly after being last seen. 
The inquisition resulted in a verdict in 
accordance with the foregoing. 
The re­ 
mains were interred at Cisco. 
Coroner Powell will communicate with 
the Sacramento officials in relation to the 
case.

“ TICK ’EM OUT!” 


A C biueso Puzzle C om posed of N ineteen 
D efendants. 
The Police Court was in session ail day 
yesterday, the m orning hours being de­ 
voted to the trial of a variety of cases, and 
the afternoon to the exam ination of George 
Lang, on a charge of attem pting to com­ 
m it rape.. Long before the hour for the 
opening of Court the Court-room was 
crowded by a mob of curious people, who 
thought they would have an opportunity 
to hear the testim ony in the latter case, 
but who were disappointed. 
The first cases called were those of A. F. 
Matson and John Lewis, two deck-hands, 
who accused each other of battery. 
Their 
blood had cooled and they had no desire to 
have the cases prosecuted, so they were dis­ 
missed. 
P at Gallagher and John Doe confessed to 
being drunk and were discharged. 
Joseph Barrios was accused of disturbing 
the peace. The evidence developed that on 
Sunday evening during the progress of the 
tire on the steamer, Barrios interfered with 
the firemen, and when spoken to by officer 
Ash became very abusive, cursing the of­ 
ficer, calling him vile nam es and challeng­ 
ing him to fight. Barrios w ent upon the 
stand and testified that he came here in 
1859, and ran as a volunteer for a year and 
a half and then became a regular mem ber 
of No. 3 engiue company of the old volun­ 
teer hie departm ent. 
W hen the lire broke 
out on Sunday evening he w ent to the 
scene, and being under the influence of 
liquor he thought he was assisting the fire­ 
men, when he was really interfering with 
them . 
H e attem pted to take a hand at the 
nozzle, sim plv from force of habit and with 
the best of intentions. 
H e was found not 
guilty. 
The charge of disturbing 
the 
peace 
against King Silva was dismissed for want 
of prosecution. 
The case of E. M. Chose, charged with 
embezzlement, was continued until Mon­ 
day next, and that of Joe Garcia, for batterv 
and disturbing the peace, until Tuesday 
next. 
Up to this point the proceedings had fur­ 
nished littie am usem ent for the crowd, but 
when the Court read from his calendar the 
nam e3of nineteen Chinamen, charged with 
violating the cubic-air statute, the fun com­ 
menced. E. C. H art appeared as counsel 
for the Mongolians, and demanded separate 
trials for them . There were six complaints 
on file, each charging from two to five Chi­ 
nam en with the offense. The complaints 
had been drawn in that way to assist the 
officers in identifying the men, as officers 
Able and Green had arrested the whole 
crowd, at 3 o'clock in the morning, from 
six different rooms in a building on I street, 
between Third and Fourth. Ah You, Ah 
Tie, Ah H op, Ah W ah and Ah Chop had 
been found in a loom 6x6x12, containing 
432 cubic feet of air; Ah Sam and Ah 
Gong in a room 6x6x6, containing 210 cubic 
feet of air; 
A h Xing and Ah You in a 
room 6Jx6}x8, containing 338 cubic feet of 
air; 
Ah Tom, A h Chung, A h Ling and 
All H ing in a room 61x61x12, containing 
507 cubic feet of a ir ; 
Ah Moy and Ah 
W one in a room 61x61x8, containing 338 
cubic feet of a ir; and A h Lock, A h Foey, 
Ah Mon and A n Tom in a room 64x7x12, 
<■ "«ltaining 546 cubic feet of air. 
’ 
The City A ttorney was in a quandary to 
find out which was which, as the squads 
had got mixed up at the prison and the 
officers could not pick out the individuals. 
H e therefore asked the Court to compel 
each one to plead seperately, but this was 
opposed by Mr. H art, who entered a plea 
of not guilty for all. Finally the Judge 
ordered the Clerk to call the roll and all of 
the Chinam en answered to their names. 
The first case taken up was that of Ah 
Moy. Officer Able was put upon the stand 
and testified to the arrest and the size of the 
apartm ent where A h Moy was found. 
Then Mr. H art commenced the cross-ex­ 
am ination by asking the officer, “ W here is 
Ah Moy?” 
“H e’s here,” replied the officer. 
“ W hereabouts," says Mr. H art. 
“I don’t know,” was the reply. 
“I can’t 
pick him out of that crowd, but I know I 
arrested him in that room and that he 
answered to his nam e here.” 
Officer Green testified to the same effect 
and the Court found A h Moy guilty. 
The hour for recess having arrived, the 
cases were continued until afternoon. A t 
that tim e it was agreed between cnuncel on 
both sides that seven others, Ah Wong. Ah 
Lock, Ah Fov, Ah Hop, A h Tom, A h You 
end Ah Tie, should plead guilty and the 
others be discharged, there being some 
doubts about their identity, 
The one who was convicted and the 
seven who pleaded guilty were then fined 
$10 each. 
* 


H oard of Supervisors. 
The Board of Supervisors m et in regular 
session yesterday m orning. J. E. Shepherd 
and others tiled a petition asking th at their 
places be included w ithin the boundaries of 
Victoria School District. The m atter was 
referred to the Committee on Roads and 
Highways. 
David Reese and others petitioned the 
Board to subdivide Road District No. 14. 
Referred to the same committee. 
_ H. C. K athan, Overseer of Road District 
No. 4, filed his quarterly report. 
On motion of Supervisor Jackson, the 
m atter of printing the Great Register was 
referred to the Printing Committee, and the 
latter instructed to obtain the opinion of 
the District Attorney as to the legality of 
letting the contract. 


C alifornia D ried F ru it A ssociation. 
Much success is reported as attending the 
new State Dried F ru it Association. It al­ 
ready has a large am ount of dried fruit 
consigned to it from members, and avenues 
to m arkets are being opened. A meeting 
of fruit growers was held under auspices of 
the Association at San Jose last Saturday, 
and the statem ent of the objects and m eth­ 
ods of the new organization was very favor­ 
ably received. 
A sim ilar meeting is to be 
held in Sacram ento shortly, and will no 
doubt be attended with m arked interest, as 
the successful disposal of dried fruit is a 
very im portant factor in the future of the 
fruit growing business of California and of 
the prosperity of the State. 


N ot a B a d Show ing. 
T he Nevada County E xhibit Committee 
that m ade such an excellent display at the 
Pavilion during .the State Fair, met at Xe 
vada City Saturday afternoon and settled 
up its accounts. The receipts from all 
sources exceeded expenditures by $340 48. 
The com m ittee decided to apply to the Su 
pervisors at the A pril term for an appropri 
ation to m ake an exhibit at the next State 
F air, and passed a vote of thanks to J. F. 
Kidder, of the Nevada County Narrow 
Gauge Railroad, for transportation, and to 
J . Nickerson, for efficient m anagem ent.

Tlie School D irecto rs D enounce C ertain 
B o o k se lle rs—O th e r M atters. 
A special meeting of the Board of School 
Directors was held last evening for the pur­ 
pose of electing a new teacher for the H igh 
School, and considering the question of the 
sale of the new series of text-books. 
The junior class in the H igh School has 
some ninety pupils, and it was found 
necessary to elect an assistant teacher for 
that grade. 
The candidates placed in 
nom ination for the position were Mrs. S. 
Tryon and Miss Evelina Aull. On the first 
eight roll calls they each received four 
votes. On the ninth Mrs. Tryon received 
five votes, M íe s Aull three, and Mrs. Tryon 
was declared elected. 


SCHOOL BOOKS. 
Director M artin said parents in the city 
were loud in their complaints of what they 
term ed an outrage on the part of certain 
booksellers in the city who were charging 
a price for books in violation of a verbal 
contract made with the Board, it was 
generally understood and so announced 
by the Board and reported in the daily 
newspapers that all the booksellers of the 
city would furnish the State series of text­ 
books at cost, or in other words at the 
price sold at the State Capitol. 
He said he 
dropped into 
Megsrie's 
book-store 
on 
Fourth street 
and 
found he did not 
keep them . Mr. Megerle had coaie befóte 
the Board and announced that he should 
keep the books and sell them at cost price. 
W hen Mr. M artin asked him why he had 
not done as he voluntarily agreed to, Mr. 
Mergerle replied : “ I came to the conclu­ 
sion not to do so. Crocker & Co. said they 
would run me out of the business if I did.” 
H e called to see C. S. Houghton & Co. Mr. 
H oughton called up all his clerks and each 
one stated positively that they had sold the 
books at the prices they agreed to and would 
charge no higher. First Reader, 15 cents; 
Second, 33 cents; Third, 54 cents; Speller, 
25 cents; Prim ary num ber lessons, 20 cents; 
Advanced Arithmetics, 42 cents; English 
G ramm ar, 42 cents 
and United States 
History, 70 cents. H e called at Sawtelle’s 
book store. The proprietor was not in but 
the gentleman in charge stated that up to 
noon they sold at the State price and after 
that advanced to the retail dealers’ price 
which is First Reader, 20 cents; Second 
Reader, 40 cents; Third Reader, 65 cents; 
Speller, 30 cents; Prim ary num ber lessons, 
25 cents; Advanced Arithmetic, 50 cents; 
English Grammar, 50 cents and United 
States History, 80 cents. 
Mr. Houghton said to Mr. M artin that 
the dealers tried to induce him to put 
up the price, even threatened him , but 
he would not. H e said to th e m ; “ My 
word is m y bond, and 
I propose to 
keep it.” 
H e heard 
that Mr. Morris 
was also selling the books at the State price, 
but of this he was not sure. H e was par­ 
ticularly severe on Mr. Sawtelle, whom, he 
said, was the first to “ m ake a kick ” about 
the sale of the books. H e came before the 
Board and offered a bonus to be allowed to 
have the exclusive sale of these books at 
the 
State 
price. 
H e 
had not acted 
in 
good 
faith. 
Mr. 
M artin 
said 
he 
was 
in 
favor 
of 
advertising 
m both the daily papers those stores that 
had kept their faith, and inform ing parents 
of the firms where they could get fair and 
jus' treatm ent. Parents, he said, would 
make out a list of the books, compute their 
State cost as advertised, and send their 
children to procure 
the books. 
They 
would, owing to this unw arranted raise in 
prices, not have money enough and would 
have to return for more. In some instan­ 
ces it would be twenty-five cents, in others 
fifty, and some parents would have to put 
up more than $1 for this extra charge. 
These dealers, said the speaker w arm ly,are 
simply robbing the parents of th is’city. 
It is an outrage upon this people, and it 
looks as though certain parties were setting 
up a common steal. 
The rem arks of Mr. M artin seemed to 
meet the approval of every m em ber of the 
Board. 
Director Todd moved to refer the m atter 
to the Committee on Course of Study, and 
w ith instructions to advertise in the dailv 
papers those stores that sold the books a't 
the price furnished by the State. 
The roll was called and the motion unan­ 
im ously adopted. 


LANG’S CONDUCT. 


C ora M ains an d T h ere sa R an k in T ell 
T h e ir Stories. 
George Lang was partially exam ined in 
the Police Court yesterday afternoon on a 
charge of attem pting to rape Cora Mains, a 
girl 13 years of age. 
A crowd had as­ 
sembled in the Court-room to hear the tes­ 
tim ony, but E. C. H art, counsel for defend­ 
ant, asked th at the exam ination be con­ 
ducted with closed doors and everyone was 
excluded except such as had business there. 
Cora Mains, the complainant, was the 
first witness called. She testified that she 
was born in Chicago and was 13 years old. 
She had known Lang for three’ or four 
weeks. About that tim e she and Theresa 
RankiD. a girl 10 years old, were walking 
down J street and saw in a show-window 
some dolls which pleased them very much. 
She was wishing she had one particular 
doll and Theresa told her she knew where 
they could get money, and that Mr. Lang 
would cive it to them . 
She wanted to 
know if “ he was dirty.” and Theresa said 
no. They went to Lang’s room at the 
W hite House. H e kissed them , gave them 
cakes and fruit and two-bits apiece and 
took 
im proper 
liberties 
with 
them. 
They visited him ou three other occasions, 
and he repeated his offensive conduct each 
time. H e always locked the door and put 
the key in his pocket, and hung his over­ 
coat over the keyhole. Finally, on Friday 
last, failing in coaxing he attempted force. 
Most of the evidence was of a character 
unfit for publication. 
W hen asked why 
she continued to visit Lang after he bad 
repeatedly acted in the m anner described, 
she said that they wanted to get the money, 
cakes and pictures he promised them . She 
also stated that during these visits Lang’s 
revolver lay on the bureau and she was 
afraid to cry out for fear he would shoot 
her. On one occasion he gave them whisky 
to drink. 
Theresa Rankin, the next witness, testi­ 
fied that she would be 10 years old on the 
9th inst. She corroborated the testimony 
ol the first witness in m any things, but 
differed with her m aterially in others. 
They had gone there together tour times 
and Lang had acted offensively on every 
occasion, but had promised each tim e he 
would not do it again. She said that there 
was no key to the door and that he oulted 
it. She also denied a statem ent made by 
Cora Mains in regard to Lang’s conduct 
with herself. 
Both girls gave their testimony w ithout 
a blush or the slightest hesitation, and dis­ 
played a knowledge of things not supposed 
to be known by children of their age that 
was astonishing. Theresa R ankin testified 
that she had told her m other of Lang’s 
conduct after each visit, and that her 
m other had told her father, w hy had 
scolded her. Cora Mains said that she had 
never told any one and would not have 
done so on Friday last had thev not been 
arrested for taking W . C. Felch’s horse and 
buggy w ithout his permission. 
Mrs. Rachel K liuk, who keeps the W hite 
House, testified to seeing the girls go in 
and out of Lang's room on different occa­ 
sions. 
The prosecution rested its case, and Mr. 
H art moved for the discharge of the de­ 
fendant on the ground that no case had 
been made out. H e argued that the evi­ 
dence showed that the girls had gone there 
repeatedly of their own accord after the al­ 
leged offensive conduct on the part of 
Lang. 
H enry Starr, who was assisting the prose­ 
cution, argued at length against the mo­ 
tion, holding that the intent to com m it the 
crime had been shown. 
Judge Buckley denied the motion, and as 
it was 5 o clock the case was continued un­ 
til this morning, when the defendant will 
put in testimony.

W h a t la B e in g D on e U pon I t —Its C ondi­ 
tion an d its O p en in g. 
Secretary Pyburn, of the State M ineral 
Cabinet Trustees, being asked concerning 
the cabinet being unopened, yesterday re­ 
plied that 
the 
unanim ous 
report 
of 
the Board to the Governor, signed by 
Mayor Gregory and the other Trustees 
and long since in i*4nt, fully sets forth 
the condition of the cabinet. 
It is w ith­ 
out drawer-locks or any suitable protec­ 
tion—just 
as 
it was when 
the 
State 
kept it locked up in a room for years— 
and the Board has not a cent of money 
to secure it. 
Much of it is in open 
drawers that m ust be covered with glass 
and sealed to prevent handling. The cabi­ 
net is not arranged, though the Secretary 
has labored ever since Dr. Schneider as­ 
sorted the minerals, at every m om ent he 
could find—and but one can work at it— 
in m aking the necessary catalogue, as re­ 
commended by the State Mineralogist, and 
in labeling. 
Some thousands of labels 
have *o be prepared and then all the sptci- 
mens—which were received in no order that 
enabled them to be identified—have to be 
placed correspondingly. The Secretary de­ 
clined to speak m uch of the cabinet, saying 
he was giving every possible m om ent to 
the labor to be devoted from his profes­ 
sional duties and rest, because the report 
sets forth all the facts. Tlie report, which 
is signed by the full Board. Mayor Gregory, 
Chairm an, said, after showing that the cata­ 
logue is completed and printed : 
Nothing now remains to be done but the care­ 
ful labeling of the specimens and their orderly 
arrangement in the cabinet l'or exhibition. This 
will be undertaken at once, and wit! be com­ 
pleted in as short a time as the nature of the 
work will admit. As, however, this is a pro­ 
cedure involving careful study of the natural 
relations of specimens to each other, and like­ 
wise of the greater or less fitness of this or that 
specimen for prominent exhibition; as. more­ 
over, the work must be performed in the inter­ 
vals of the professional and business occupa­ 
tions of the 1 rústeos and Secretary, it will prob­ 
ably he near the end oi the present vear before 
it is fuily completed. 
Of the specimens, the report says: 
To leave these latter loose and uncovered in 
the drawers, is to invite their disarrangement 
by handling, and, perhaps, their abstraction by 
such visitors as do not appreciate or regard the 
distinction between meant and hium. it is pro­ 
posed, therefore, to place covers ot thick erowu 
glass over such specimens in drawers. This ar­ 
rangement, while permitting their inspection, 
will effectually prevent their being handled or 
abstracted. 
The cost of this improvement, 
together with that to be incurred in the pur­ 
chase of locks l'or the upper eases, will probably 
not exceed SI 50. 
Anil this am ount the report of the Board 
asks the Legislature to appropriate, together 
w ith other item s m aking a total of $350. 
Referring to the work of preparing the cab­ 
inet and the total cost of completing it, the 
report says : 
If the Trustees had been required to engage 
outside professional assistance tor these services 
the cost would have been at least two or three 
times that above stated. 
Moreover, it is not at 
all times possible to meet with those possessing 
the requisite qualifications who are willing to 
attend to such work. 
Inquiry and exam ination develop that the 
lowest bid to arrange the cabinet wa3 over 
$400; that the Board has no means, and that 
to throw the cabinet open to the public now 
would be to expose it to the risk of anyone 
opening and removing any drawer speci­ 
men, unless watchmen were constantly 
kept on guard on all sides of the cases. 
The cabinets in San Francisco m the State’s 
collection arc all flat cases and locked. 
W hen the Secretary finishes labeling and 
placing the specimens here, an effort will 
be made to so secure the cabinets as to 
throw them open to inspection constantly. 
On request to the custodian, by small 
groups, the cabinet is now and has long 
been shown to people, under his escort or 
that of his assistants. The third mem ber 
of the Board said yesterday: 
“ Mavor 
Gregory is reported as saying’ he’d throw 
the cabinet open at once, and let the other 
Trustees overrule him if they wanted to. He 
surely couldn’t have said that, for the Board 
has been harm onious aud was unanim ous 
not to open the cabinet generally till it 
is completed and secured by proper glass 
and locks, and the report he signed shows 
that the Secretary is doing the work of ar­ 
ranging alone and as rapidly as possible.”

W ashington. October 2d.—Porter Ashe 
and Tbos. H. Williams, Jr., of San Fran­ 
cisco, are in the city to endeavor to secure 
a pardon for Judge Terry, recently commit­ 
ted to jail for contempt of the United States 
Court in connection with its decision af­ 
firming the opinion of the United States 
District Court that the Sarah Althea Hill 
marriage contract with ex-Senator Wm. H. 
Sharon is a forgery. The father of Porter 
Ashe, the young man who is now in Wash­ 
ington endec.voring to secure Judge Terry’s 
pardon, was u bosom friend of the prisoner. 
He is here to do all in his power for the 
succor of his dead father's friend. As yet 
no move has been made in the premises, 
for the reason that it is not thought that 
prior to the national election it would be 
wise to act in the matter. 
It is net known whether President Cleve­ 
land, w ho has not been especial ly consider­ 
ate of the political susceptibilities of Justice 
Field, would be willing to act in a matter 
that lias caused such a social commotion ou 
the eoes -prior to the election, but no ap­ 
plication for the pardon of Judge Terry 
has yet been presented to the President or 
to the Department of Jnstice. Terry has 
yet five months’ confinement to endure in 
prison, and an application for his pardon 
will be made at the first feasible moment. 
There is some conflict of opinion as to the 
right of the President to pardon a person 
committed to jail for contempt of a United 
States Court. 
Attorney-General Garland 
has uniformly declined to give opinions re­ 
specting the interpretations of law, except 
where 
officially 
demanded. 
Solicitor- 
General Jencks, who has been acting as 
Attorney-General in Mr. Garland’s absence, 
also declines to expound the law to disin­ 
terested parties. 
It is learned officially, 
however, that the Supreme Court has de­ 
cided that the President has the power to 
grant pardons in such cases as that of 
Judge Terry, and that his power, derived 
under the Constitution, to grant pardons in 
all cases save those of impeachment, ex­ 
tends even to cases prior to trial and con­ 
viction. 
Mr. Ashe has live decisions and opinions 
to sustain this position, and as far back as 
1841, in tiie case of U. L. Dixon, of Missis­ 
sippi, who was fined £4.000 for engaging in 
an affray in the presence of a United States 
Court, the Supreme Court held that the 
President could exercise the pardoning 
power. Caleb Cushing in 1853 took the 
same view of the law.

All the Democratic members of the 
Finance Committee read the report this 
afternoon, and while it had not been defi­ 
nitely decided to adopt it as the minority 
report, the indications pointed that way. "

P R O C E E D IN G S . 


T h e S e n a te . 
W a s h in g to n , October 2d.—In the Senate 
to-day the resolution offered by Call on ttie 
27th of September, instructing the Commit­ 
tee on Epidemic Diseases to consider and 
report additional legislation to prevent the 
importation of contagious diseases, was 
taken up, and Call spoke on it. 
Pascoe offered an amendment directing 
the committee to inquire further into the 
introduction of yellow fever into Florida 
and other State3 during the present year. 
In the course of his remarks Call read a let­ 
ter from Dr. Peed suggesting spirits of am­ 
monia as a method of cure and prevention, 
and recommending that some action be 
taken to test that method, 
A discussion followed, in which Blair, 
Pascoe, Call, Chandler, Morgan and Barry 
were the principal speakers. 
Morgan said there were eight States in 
the South which had been heretofore sub 
ijected to ravages of yellow fever. 
He 
proposed that each of these States should 
vote $100.000, snaking a fund of $800,000 ; 
that the Governor of eacu of these States 
should appoint a Commission ; that the 
Board should select a President and form a 
joint Commission composed of men se­ 
lected for their reliability and skill, and 
that this Commission-should have access to 
the.kind and use any part of it wherever 
yellow fever might appear. 
After tnrther Discussion the resolution 
and amendment were referred tc the Com- 
m itteeon Epidemic Diseases. 
The conference report on the deficiency 
bill was presented by Hale and explained 
by him. The larger portion of the dis- 
agseeing vote had, he said, been arranged 
by the conferees. There were four matters 
on which an agreement had net been 
reached. -One was an item to pay to the 
widow of the late Chief Justice Waite the 
balance of his year’s salary, the House 
conferees i neis ting that there was no prece­ 
dent for it. Another was the item to pay 
a year’s salary of an internal revenue of­ 
ficial who remained at his post in Flocda 
and died there of yellow fever. Another 
was the proposition to extend the land la rs 
to No Man’s Land, and another was the ap­ 
propriation for an Industrial Christiae 
Home in U tab Territory. 
Hale proceeded to state argaments on be­ 
half of this latter item, and spoke Ml some 
length on the subject. 
A long debate ensued in which the Mor­ 
mon question was discussed. 
The House bill authorizing the President 
to appoint A. S. Smith Colonel of the 
Seventh Cavalry and place him on the re­ 
tired list with the rank of Colonel, was re­ 
ported and placed on the calandar. 
Jones of Nevada offered a resolution, 
which was referred to the Committee on 
Foreign Relations, requesting the President 
to negotiate treaties with England and 
Mexico for the exclusion of Chinese labor­ 
ers trom the North American continent 
and for the prevention of their entrance 
into the United States from the territory of 


either of such Governments, or from de- j 
pendencies thereof. 
’ A resolution was adopted authorizing 
Hale’s Committee on Civil Service Reform 
to continue its session during the recess.
